The  following  report  of  Miss  Flora  M.  Thomson,  Public 
Health  Nurse,  tells  its  own  story  of  the  work  for  1926. 
Its  importance  cannot  be  estimated  by  figures  and  perhaps 
only  those  who  have  personally  benefitted  l)y  her  ministra- 
tions can  fully  api)reciate  what  the  work  means  to  the  town 
of  Andover. 

Special  mention  might  be  made  of  the  pre-school  clinic 
held  in  May.  The  parents  of  the  twenty  children  attend- 
ing, were  much  pleased  with  the  thorough  examination 
given  by  Dr.  DeNormandie  of  Laconia.

The  Andover  Town  Library  has  about  6,000  books  of 
which  one-fourth  are  in  the  branch  library  at  East  An- 
dover.

The  large  increase  in  circulation  at  East  Andover  is 
due  to  keeping  the  library  open  through  the  winter  by 
using  a  room  kindly  loaned  by  Mrs.  S.  Jennie  Durgin, 
and  by  the  attraction  of  many  additional  books.  Some 
were  secured  by  loan  from  the  Public  Library  Commis- 
sion at  Concord,  others  by  liberal  gifts  from  friends  both 
in  and  out  of  town,  and  a  few  by  purchase.  The  "Fort- 
nightly Club"  helped  quite  materially  in  assisting  us  to 
obtain  various  articles  needed,  whereby  every  worn  and 
torn  book  in  the  East  Andover  Library  has  been  repaired. 
The  balance  of  expense  was  taken  from  time  charges. 
The  books  at  Andover  are  very  badly  worn  and  in  need 
of  repair.  The  entire  Town  Library  should  be  recata- 
logued  and  a  new  card  system  of  distribution  installed, 
which  is  much  better  than  the  present  one,  as  well  as 
easier  and  safer.

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Compared  with  my  report  of  last  year  these  statistics 
show  more  than  30  percent  reduction  in  school  days  lost 
by  bad  weather,  holidays,  institutes,  etc.  This  repre- 
sents a  gain  of  nearly  one  hundred  dollars  ($93.42)  of 
teachers'  salaries  actually  applied  to  class-room  instruc- 
tion. With  the  exception  of  the  Boston  Hill  school,  the 
rating  on  tardiness  was  excellent.  All  schools  made  a 
creditable  record  in  regularity  of  attendance.  A  one- 
room  rural  school  again  takes  the  lead.  Flaghole  having 
an  attendance  of  over  97  percent.

The  total  average  of  grade  promotions  advanced  from 
81  to  90  per  cent  with  no  school  falling  below  81.5  per-

\\'hile  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  cost  per  pupil  in 
the  small  one-room  schools  is  large,  it  is  worth  while  to 
observe  that  last  year  the  average  cost  per  pupil  in  the 
public  elementary  schools  of  Andover  was  $68.62  com- 
pared with  $73.83  which  was  the  average  cost  per  pupil  in 
the  elementary  schools  of  the  state. 

In  December,  1926,  Ando\er's  check  for  slate  aid  re- 
ceived from  the  equalization  fund  amounted  to  $1,030.69. 
Unfortunately  the  proposed  increase  in  Andover's 
ecjualized  valuation  for  the  coming  two  years  eliminates 
our  elementary  schools  from  an  ap])ortionment  of  state 
aid  for  the  coming  year. 

Buildings  and  Equipment 

Pursuant  with  the  action  taken  by  the  District  at  its 
last  annual  meeting  extensive  alterations  have  been  made 
in  the  school  building  at  the  Center.  Since  these  altera- 
tions have  not  been  completed  and  a  detailed  statement 
will  be  presented  later  by  the  jjuilding  committe,  1  shall 
not  give  here  an  extended  report.  The  use  of  warm  and 
ventilated  coat  rooms,  sanitary  toilet  facilities,  and  class 
rooms  adequately  heated  and  lighted  has  been  appreciated 
this  winter. 

In  two  buildings  extensi\e  "minor  repairs"  were  de- 
manded for  the  protection  of  the  pupils.  Falling 
plaster  in  the  rooms  of  the  East  school  building  necessi- 
tated replastering  the  entire  ceiling-  of  the  grammar 
room  and  a  portion  of  the  ceiling  and  walls  in  the 
primary  and  in  one  coat  room. 

The  condition  of  the  old  attic  chimney  in  the  Cilley\  ille 
schoolhouse  was  such  that  it  demanded  rebuilding. 
For  this  reason  a  new  outside  chimney  was  built  at  the 
rear  end  of  the  schoolhouse.  This  gave  opportunity  to 
change  the  location  of  the  heater  from  the  front  to  the 
rear  of  the  school  room.  Thus  access  to  much  more 
serviceal^le  blackboard  space  was  secured. 

The  stove  jacket,  replaced  in  the  Center  grammar  room 
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by  a  larger  heater,  was  vised  at  Boston  Hill.  This  again 
removed  the  heating  equipment  from  the  front  to  the 
rear  of  a  school  room  and  provided  for  more  adequate 
distribution  of  heat  resulting  in  less  fuel  consumption. 

The  lack  of  sufficient  funds  necessitated  leaving  the 
outside  of  the  Boston  Hill  and  Cilleyville  schoolhouses 
and  the  interior  of  the  latter  school  house  unpainted. 
These  buildings   should  receive  early  attention. 

Organization  and  Instruction 

During  the  summer  vacation  our  teaching  staff  was 
depleted  by  the  resignations  of  five  efficient  teachers. 
These  included  the  transfer  of  Mrs.  Annie  E.  Barrett  to 
the  principalship  of  the  Henry  Memorial  School  at  the 
New  Hampshire  Orphans'  Home  in  Franklin,  of  Miss 
Mildred  M.  Foster  to  the  principalship  of  the  Roosevelt 
School  in  Keene,  of  Mrs.  Dorothy  M.  Bennett  to  Grafton, 
of  Miss  Doris  Huntoon  to  New  London,  and  of  Miss 
Florence  Lemieux  to  Berlin. 

After  a  leave  of  absence  of  a  year.  Mrs.  Lizzie  W. 
Elkins  returned  to  the  grammar  school  at  the  Center, 
where  she  remained  until  the  Christmas  vacation,  when 
she  felt  that  the  demands  made  upon  her  strength  by  her 
classroom  work  were  greater  than  her  health  would 
permit  her  to  meet.  Both  the  teachers  and  pupils  will 
miss  her  personality  and  fine  spirit  of  comradeship  which 
characterized  her  work  in  the  schoolroom. 

Miss  Rose  Dearborn  of  Campton,  a  graduate  of  Castine 
Normal  School  and  a  teacher  of  long  and  successful 
experience  in  grammar  school  work,  has  recently  been 
elected  to  the  Center  school. 

Vacancies  in  the  Boston  Hill  and  East  grammar 
schools,  respectively,  were  filled  by  the  election  of  Miss 
Anniq  L.  Hillman  of  Island  Falls,  Maine,  and  Miss  Eileen 
Rooney  of  Brewer,  Maine,  both  being  1926  graduates  of 
Castine  Normal  School. 

Miss  Marion  Gamache  of  Ashland,  a  1925  graduate  of 
Plymouth  Normal  School  and  a  successful  teacher  in  the 
schools  of  Grafton,  was  elected  to  the  Dyer's  school. 

You  were  particularly  fortunate  in  securing  the  return 
of  Mrs.  Margaret  E.  F.  Smith  to  Andover  as  teacher  of 
the  Cilleyville  school.     ■ 
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Economy  both  in  cdmational  results  and  in  financial 
investment  demands  the  lonsrer  retention  of  trained  and 
experienced  teachers. 

Courses  of  instruction  with  all  grades  in  physiology 
and  hygiene  have  been  made  more  practical  by  the  intro- 
duction of  the  project  textbooks,  "Health  Habits." 
These  emphasize  problems  requiring  observation  and 
judgment  in  the  study  of  personal,  home  and  community 
health  rather  than  the  mere  memorizing  of  technical 
names  of  the  various  parts  of  the  human  anatomy.  At 
the  same  time  these  avoid  the  fault  of  presenting  a  mere 
collection  of  interesting  health  stories. 

In  grades  seven  and  eight  there  is  being  laid  the 
foundation  of  a  simple  science  course  calculated  to  sup- 
plement the  study  of  geography  and  to  quicken  the 
child's  perception  of  natural  phenomena  amidst  which  he 
lives  and  to  which  he  should  intelligently  adjust  himself. 
"Open  Doors  to  Science"  by  Caldwell  and  Meir  is  being 
used  as  a  text  book.  To  this  the  pupils  add  material 
secured  from  magazines  and  reference  material  at  home. 
Each  pupil  keeps  a  notebook  record  of  his  observations 
and  conclusions.  A  subscription  to  a  standard  farm 
journal  for  the  use  of  each  of  the  six  upper  grade  schools 
would  add  much  to  the  value  of  this  work. 

Text  books,  "Modern  Mathematics,"  l)y  Schorling  and 
Clark,  are  used  by  the  pupils  of  the  two  upper  grades. 
This  course  provides  for  the  constant  repetition  and 
rapid  drill  of  the  fundamental  processes  taught  in  the 
fifth  and  sixth  grades.  The  shorter  methods  of  calcu- 
lation, frequently  found  in  commercial  arithmetics,  are 
emphasized.  Within  the  same  course  sufficient  concrete 
algebra  and  geometry  are  presented  to  enable  the  eighth 
grade  pupil  to  pursue  high  school  mathematics  without 
the  traditional  break  in  type  of  work. 

Systematic  instruction  in  music  is  not  receiving  suf- 
ficient attention  in  our  schools.  We  not  only  lack  text 
book  material  but  also  a  uniform  and  progressive  system 
of  music  instruction.  I  hope  the  time  is  not  far  distant 
when  by  combining  with  other  towns  you  may  secure  the 
services  of  a  music  supervisor  of  training  and  experience. 
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Health  Supervision 

Miss  Flora  M.  Thomson,  R.  N.,  is  securing  tangible 
results  from  the  physical  examinations  and  follow-up 
work  with  our  school  children.  Improved  promotion 
records  are  as  distinctly  related  to  progressive  health 
supervision  as  to  efficient  classroom  instruction. 

I  wish  to  commend  particularly  the  value  of  the  dental 
clinic  service  provided  for  the  school  children  by  public 
spirited  individuals  and  local  organizations.

In  connection  with  the  health  of  the  children,  I  must 
mention  the  interest  taken  by  the  teacher,  parents  and 
others  in  the  hot  lunches,  served  at  noon  during  cold 
weather,  in  the  Flaghole  school.  At  the  request  of  the 
State  Department  in  regard  to  the  serving  of  hot  lunches, 
I  have  recently  had  the  pleasure  of  reporting  your  Flag- 
hole  sthool  as  one  of  the  two  outstanding  one-room 
rural  schools  of  this  Union. 

Conclusion 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  point  out  the  neces- 
sity of  sending  the  most  promising  of  your  local  girls  to 
normal  school.  To  be  assured  of  trained  teachers  there 
should  be  at  least  two  girls  from  Andover  entering  normal 
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school  each  year  with  the  understaiKhiijj^  tliat  tliey  will, 
if  needed,  teach  in  their  home  town  for  at  least  twt)  years 
after  g'radiiation.  N Our  (irange  renders  a  g'reat  service 
to  students  attending^  our  State  University.  \\''hy  not 
render  a  similar  service  to  those  attending  our  state 
normal  schools? 

To  the  School  Board  I  wish  to  commend  the  good 
work  accomplished  by  your  teachers  and  the  increasingly 
cooperative  spirit  manifested  by  your  cotnmunity.  I 
thank  the  members  of  the  Board  for  the  progressive 
interest  and  counsel  by  which  they  have  assisted  me  in 
administrative  duties.
